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€raxi says time not 
gripe for peace bid

. But Craxi sought to convince his 
guest, nevertheless, that the 
Hnssein-Arafat accord of last week 
■^v.was a promising step forward. Craxi 
referred to die lengthy letter he had 
received from PLO leader Yasser 
■Arafat at the weekend, and in a 
speech prepared for delivery after 
dinner, he pointedly reiterated the 
EEC's long-standing call for the 
PLO to be “associated with” the 
Middle East process. 

. Israeli officials seemed fairly 
pleased with this balance on the part 
of the current president of the EEC 
(Italy holds the presidency for the 
first half of this year. ) They felt the 
Rome government had not been 
swept away by an oveTly upbeat 
reading of the Amman accord but 
was assessing the dialogue between 
Jordan k s King Hussein and Arafat 
with the proper mixture of hopeful- 
ness and scepticism. 

• Observers here noted, however, 
that Arafat had to a certain extent 
succeeded in capturing the diploma- 
tic centre stage by dint of his vague 
accord with Hussein and his various 
shrewd follow-up steps. His letter to 
.Craxi was one such step and his 
meeting last week with Rumanian 
"President Nicoleae Ceaucescu was 
^another. Peres is due to visit 
Bucharest later this week. 

. The premier flew into a cool and 
'Overcast Rome yesterday afternoon, 
landing at a quiet military airport 
'airfield aboard a specially chartered 
'Arkia plane. Craxi and aides were at 
the airport to meet Peres who is 
accompanied by Minister without 


Portfolio Ezer Weizman and senior 
staff from his office. 

Prior diplomatic and logistic 
arrangements were finalized by the 
embassy under Ambassador Eitan 
Ron, the head of the Foreign Minis- 
try's European department, 
Ycshayabu Anug, and the premier’s 
military aide, Aluf-Mi shn e Azriel 

Nevo. 

Today Peres is to meet alone at the 
Vatican with Pope John Paul H. This 
will be followed by a meeting with 
the Vatican’s secretary of state, Car- 
dinal Agostino Casaroli and other 
political officials of the Curia. 

The careful balance struck by Cra- 
xi at the talks was expressed publicly 
in a statement released by his office: 
“...there are not yet conditions for a 
new peace initiative. Nevertheless 
he (Craxi) is encouraged by recent 
developments in the area which 
seem as though they might break the 
vicious circle...” 

Craxi described the Hussein- 
Arafat accord as “an inconclusive 
step, but a useful and promising one. 

“..^Italy's purpose is to aid any 
gesture which might improve under- 
standing and enhance confidence. In 
this way it will be possible to expand 
conditions for negotiations involving 
all parties...” 

The Italian premier, who is leader 
of his country’s small Socialist Party, 
spoke of “difficulties and contradic- 
tions within the Arab world.” But 
there were “signs of accord which 
ought to be discerned and nurtured, 
so that they grow in scope and attain 
a more specific, more precise, and 
more meaningful significance.” 

Peres warned at the talks, accord- 
ing to Israeli sources, that beneath 
the attempt at a unified facade, Hus- 
sein and Arafat were ridden by a 
fundamental rivalry over ultimate

Tax on travel tickets now in effect 


The Knesset last night passed the 
"20 per cent levy on travel tickets, 
effective immediately. . 

Tickets already in the passenger's 
possession will lie exempt from the 
tax if they are used not later than 
next Sunday . 

Tickets given free of charge or 
sold at less than the lowest price fora 
flight will be taxed at the lowest 
price. This provision will take effect 
on a date to be derided by the 


finance minister with the approval of 
the Knesset Finance Committee. 

Persons who already have then- 
tickets but who do not fly before next 
Monday must pay the tax, through 
their travel agent, before leaving the 
country. 

The tax will be computed accord- 
ing to the price of the ticket at the 
representative rate of exchange “last 
published before the day of pay- 
ment.”

tee that they initiate the unpre- 
cedented action of tabling a motion 
of no-confidence in the govern- 
ment.” 

State Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik 
has reported that some yeshivot 
overstate the size of their student 
bodies - “sometimes three-fold” - to 
receive increased financial assist- 
ance. What is more, some of the 
institutions included in the lists sub- 
mitted by religious parties’ MKs 
were established after the coalition 
agreement had been signed. 

Tunik also found that IS104 mil- 
lion have been apportioned to six 
institutions boused in the headquar- 
ters building of the National Reli- 
gious Party, “though it is not known 
what use those six institutions made 
of those funds.”

Two IDF officer s slain 
in separate attacks

METULLA. - Two Israel Defence 
Forces officers were killed yesterday 
in two separate attacks in South 
Lebanon. 

One of the officers was 41 -year- 
old Aluf-Mishne (Colonel) Avra- 
ham Hido of Kibbutz Shefayim, who 
served in the liaison unit in South 
Lebanon. Hide’s funeral is to be 
held at 4 p.m. today at Kibbutz 
Shefayim. The other officer killed 
was Rav-Seren Shaul Zehavi, 27, of 
Pet ah Tikva. 

Hido, along with another IDF 
officer who served as an operations 
branch officer in the SLA, deputy 
SLA commander Charbel Barkat, 
and six aides were travelling in three 
vehicles in the village of Arab Salim 
when they were attacked with light 
arms fire. 

Hido and the other Israeli officer 
jumped from their vehicle and re- 
turned fire. They were fired at from 
three directions. Hido was wounded 
and later died. Two SLA soldiers 
were also wounded. 

A grenade, ammunition and a 
Kalashnikov rifle were found at the 


scene of the attack. The IDF im- 
posed a curfew on the villages in the 
area. 

Hido entered the IDF in 1961. He 
had served as an infantry brigade 
commander. 

Hido leaves his wife Tamar, son 

Ro’i, 5 and his daughter Michal. 10. 

- Zehavi was killed when an IDF 
patrol consisting of four jeeps en- 
tered the village of Al-Bazouriye, 
where an IDF soldier was killed on 
Sunday. A five-kilogram bomb ex- 
ploded, killing Zehavi and lightly 
wounding another soldier. 

Al-Bazouriye is known as one of 
the most extreme Shi’ite villages east 
of Tyre, an area heavily influenced 
by Khomeinism. 

IDF officers said yesterday that 
since the IDF is no longer faced with 
the Shi'ite population along the 
Zaharani River and the problems of 
Sidon, it will be able to give much 
more attention to the challenge pre- 
sented it by the area east of Tyre. 

The fatality in Sunday's attack, 
Saroal (sgt.) Shlomo Oleg Avramov, 
23, was laid to rest yesterday in the 
military section of the Hof Hacarmel 
Cemetery in Haifa. 


Free-trade zone status urged 
to make Eilat viable again

The idea of Eilat becoming a free- 
trade zone has the blessing of Fi- 
nance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i, 
Eilat Mayor Rafi.Hochman told re- 
porters yesterday after meeting with 
Moda’i at the Treasury. 

If the recommendation is im- 
plemented, Hochman said, Eilat re- 
sidents would be exempt from cus- 
toms and value added tax and would 
receive some reductions in income 
tax. 

Free-trade zone status is necessary 
to put Eilat back on its feet, Hoch- 
man said. Numerous plants have 
closed down in town, he said, and 
the port is inactive. 

“Eilat is living solely on tourism,” 
Hochman said. 


The recommendations about 
transforming Eilat into a free-trade 
zone are included in a report pre- 
pared by a committee headed by 
former deputy finance minister 
Yehezkiel Flomin. The report is to 
be presented to the cabinet or to the 
Ministerial Economics Committee 
for a final decision. 

Moda’i stressed that establishing 
the free-trade zone would necessi- 
tate legislative changes that would 
“isolate" Eilat from the rest of the 
country to prevent smuggling of tax- 
free merchandise. 

Moda’i added that implementa- 
tion of the recommendations would 
be gradual, and that during the first 
stages only a selected number of 
goods would be exempted from cus- 
toms. 


thiopians elated by Rabbi Ovadia Yosefs ruling

The haJachic ruling by former 
jphardi chief rabbi Ovadia Yosef 
tat Israel’s Ethiopians are full- 
edged Jews and cannot be sus- 
ected of being mamzerim (illegiti- 
rates) will have widespread reper- 
rssions - socially, religiously and 
:gally. , . 

On the social level, the reaction is 
Iready evident as rejoicing pre- 
vailed among the Ethiopians and 
;ieir supporters yesterday. “They 
r ere very unhappy about the sugges- 
;on that they weren't real Jews, and 
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Yosefs words lifted a great burden 
from them,” said Michael Corinaldi. 
a Jerusalem lawyer who heads the 
International Committee for Ethio- 
pian Jews. 

Corinaldi said the entire Jewish 
people should ask forgiveness from 
the Ethiopian Jews, both on account 
of the neglect of their cause over the 
.years and because of the religious 
rulings which had put their Jewish- 
ness into question. 

As for suggestions that the Ethio- 
pians might have intermarried with 
non-Jews, he said wryly, ‘T don’t 
recommend that any Jewish com- 
munity examine its lineage too close- 
ly. 1 ' ■ 

But although the Ethiopians 
themselves did not seem to be aware 
of it, Yosef did them a far greater 
service by dismissing any suggestion 
that there might be a possiblity of 
mamzerui among them. Acccording 
to Jewish law, a maimer is the 
offspring of a married woman with a 
man other than her husband or the 
product of incest. 

Until now, much as a result of 
ignorance- as anything else, some 
rabbis feared that the Ethiopian 
marriage ceremonies were valid 
according to Jewish law, but that 
their divorce proceedings might not 
be. Thus, a woman divorced accord- 
ing to the Ethiopian Jewish tradition 
might not be divorced according to 
Jewish law. Thus her children with a 


new husband would be mamzerim. 

According to Jewish law, mamzer- 
im are allowed to marry only other 
mamzerim until the 10th generation. 
Thus such a suspicion could serve to 
ostracize* the entire community from 
a religious point of view. With his 
ruling, Yosef in effect legitimized 
the entire community. 

Yosef s remarks raised quite a 

stir in the Chief Rabbinate, although 
officially the Chief Rabbinical Coun- 
cil, which met yesterday, decided to 
stand by its decision to insist upon 
the symbolic conversion ceremony. 

A source from within the rabbin- 
ate noted that Yosef had made his 
original decision that the Ethiopians 
must undergo the ceremony in his 
capacity as chief rabbi, while his 
reversal of that decision comes while 
he is a private individual. 

The source said the chief rabbis 
could not even begin to consider 
Yosefs ruling until they had studied 
the rabbinical sources upon which he 
based it. .. 

The ultra-Orthodox Natorei 
Kara sect has pounced upon Yosefs 
comment that “if the Ashkenzim 
don’t want them, let them come to 
us, the Sephardim,” to warn that the 
. former chief rabbi will cause a split in 
all of Israel beween Ashkenazim and 
Sephardim. 

“Ashkenazim won’t be able to 
marry Sephardim because of the 
possibility of mamzerui Natorei 


Kart a spokesman Moshe Hirsch told 
The Jerusalem Fort yesterday. 

He said his group plans an assem- 
bly of mourning similar to that held a 
few years ago when former Ashke- 
nazi chief rabbi Shlomo Goren ruled 
that a brother and sister were not 
mamzerim and could marry. 

In the area of the country’s civil 
courts, Yosefs position will no 
doubt have an effect. A petition to 
the High Court of Justice recently 
resulted in the Interior Ministry reg- 
istering all the Ethiopian immigrants 
as Jews both in nationality and reli- 
gion . But this does not change a 1966 
ruling by the High Court supporting 
the refusal of the Chief Rabbinate to' 
perform or register the marriage of 
an Ethiopian Jew to a Jewish woman 
from another community. 

In that case, the court upheld the 
right of the rabbinate to determine 
who was eligible to be married. Both 
the rabbinate and the court based 
tbeir decisions on a letter of the late 
Ashkenazi chief Rabbi Ya’acov Her- 
zog, who was of the opinion that the 
Ethiopian Jews were probably the 
descendants of converts who bad not 
been properly convened, and thus 
must undergo a complete conversion 
ceremony. 

With this apparent shift in rabbi- 
nic opinion, Corinaldi pointed out, it 
is only a matter of time before the 
civil courts too change their rulings. 


Shi’as riot in Sidon; 
ministers go to Assad

Several thousand Shi'a fun- 
damentalists yesterday poured 
through the streetsof Sidon bran- 
dishing weapons and ripping 
down posters of President Amin 
Jemayel - just 24 hours after 
Jemayel had received a hero's 
welcome in the city evacuated by 
Israel last weekend. 

Meanwhile, a car bomb exploded 
outside the offices of the Shi'a Amal 
militia in West Beirut, killing at least 
three people and wounding some 40 
others. 

It was not apparent if there was 
any connection between the two in- 
cidents. but taken together they 
focus attention on what is probably 
Lebanon's potentially most explo- 
sive issue - the political aspirations 
of the Shi'a, radicalized by two-and- 
a-half years of Israeli occupation to a 
point where many now openly chal- 
lenge Lebanon's continued exist- 
ence as a multi-confessional repub- 
lic. 

Shouting slogans against Jemayel, 
Israel and the Lebanese Army, the 
crowd flooded into Sidon’s main 
square for a noisy two-hour demon- 
stration demanding the establish- 
ment of an Islamic republic. 

Nabih Bern, Minister for South 
Lebanon in the Beirut cabinet, was 


in Damascus with fellow ministers 
Walid Jumblan and Salim el-Hoss 
for a meeting with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad. 

After the meeting, Hoss said it 
marked the “beginning of new 
efforts leading to realizing compre- 
hensive liberation of Lebanese soil 
from Israeli occupation." 

He also said the meeting was a 
move toward the political reforms 
demanded by Berri and Jumblatt to 
give Moslems a greater share in the 
government, which has been domin- 
ated by Christians since Lebanon's 
1943 independence from France. 

Troops who took over Sidon when 
the Israel Defence Forces withdrew 
appeared powerless to establish 
order. 

At one army checkpoint, outnum- 
bered troops tried to stop demon- 
strators who surrounded them and 
tore down Lebanon's national flag. 
Soldiers took back the flag and re- 
placed it. but the demonstrators 
again tore it down, eye-witnesses 
said. 

The eye-witnesses estimated the 
fundamentalist crowd as numbering 
between 10.000 and 12,000. includ- 
ing 3,000 chanting women . 

Escorted by gunmen with automa- 
tic rifles and grenade launchers, 
groups of demonstrators rampaged 
through the streets, storming into 
five stores to smash liquor bottles. 


It was the first show of force by 
gunmen in Sidon since the IDF left 
and the Lebanese Army peacefully 
took over the city amid popular 
jubilation. 

The demonstrators, mainly from 
West Beirut's poor Moslem suburbs, 
carried hundreds of placards of 
Lebanese Moslem figures and Ira- 
nian revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini. 

“God is great. We want a Moslem 
city and an Islamic republic." they 
chanted. “Where was the army when 
the Israelis were here?" 

Slogans also derided Sunday's 
visit by Jemayel. who was then car- 
ried shoulder high in triumph with 
Prime Minister Rashid Karameh. 

Shops closed hurriedly and resi- 
dents retreated to their homes . 

In Beirut, police said the car bomb 
exploded outside an office of the 
“Amal” Shi'a militia south of the 
capital. 

They said the Mercedes Benz, 
packed with what police estimated as 
35 to 40 kilograms of explosives, was 
parked about two metres from the 
three-srorey building. 

The blast set several other cars 
ablaze and heavily damaged two 
adjacent six- or seven-storey apart- 
ment buildings. It broke windows in 
buildings up to a block-and-a-half 
away.

No fourth winter in Lebanon, Rabin affirms

TEL AVIV. - Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin yesterday said the Israel 
Defence Forces will complete their 
withdrawal from Lebanon before 
next winter. There will be “no fourth 
winter in Lebanon under any cir- 
cumstances,” he declared in an 
address concluding a one-day sym- 
posium on Lebanon organized by 
the Tel Aviv University's Institute 
for Strategic Studies. 

Rabin made it clear he believed it 
was impossible to eradicate terror in 
Lebanon. The IDF lacked means to 
fight it effectively while remaining in 
Lebanon. 

There are at least 200,000 Palesti- 
nians between the Israel border and 
Beirut, said Rabin. “How many do 
you think are required to fire 
Katyushas? 150, 300 -not more than 
that. Terror in Lebanon will re- 
main.” he asserted. 

Rabin noted that with the IDF 
withdrawal. PLO terrorists have 
been streaming to Sidon, and the 11 
terrorists killed last week near the 
Awali River were all members of the 
Syrian-backed Abu Mussa group, 
“who received orders to move quick- 
ly through the Shouf...to Sidon.” 

The prospect of Shi'ite terror was 


worse, said the defence minister. 
The Shi'ite extremist organizations' 
readiness and capability to inflict 
damage surpasses the PLO, he said. 
In 20 years of PLO attacks, he did 
not recall even one instance in which 
a terrorist took a car loaded with 
half-a-ton of explosives and carried 
out a suicide raid. But there have 
been five such raids against the IDF 
in Lebanon - all by Shi'ite extremists 
- and there probably would have 
been more had they had the explo- 
sives. 

Israel would not have the means to 
curb Shi'ite and other terror had it 
stayed along the Awali line, he con- 
tinued. 

Rabin did not anticipate an in- 
creased Syrian threat to Israel after 
the IDF leaves Lebanon. 

There was no justification in re- 
maining in Lebanon even one extra 
day to secure the withdrawal of the 
Syrian troops there or to demand 
that all terrorists leave the country, 
he said in an obvious allusion to 
goals a previous Likud-led govern- 
ment had set. 

Rabin anticipated only a minor 
Syrian redeployment into areas va- 
cated by Israel, adding that “as long 
as they stay - even in their present 
force, more or less in the area in 


which they are now. I do not see that 
as a threat.” 

Rabin implied Syria does not have 
to control more Lebanese territory 
to have a decisive say in Beirut. 
President Jemayel and the Christian 
forces are dependent on Syria more 
than they had been before the war, 
he said. 

Rabin did not expect a direct Sy- 
rian military provocation against 
Israel. “The Syrians have learned 
that the best way to operate against 
Israel is to fight until the last 
Shi'ite... or Palestinian. Why take 
the risks of a direct military con- 
frontation?" 

Accordingly, he concluded he 
would rather combat terror with the 
IDF behind the international border 
and retaining freedom of military 
action rather than “be spread over 
the South (of Lebanon) and a sitting 
or moving target for every terror 
group." 

It would have been easier to com- 
bat terrorist attacks if an organiza- 
tion bearing overall responsibility 
for southern Lebanon was in control 
there. Even with a hostile organiza- 
tion it is possible to reach an "under- 
standing and an agreement," he said 
and recalled the agreement reached 
(Contained on Page 2, Col. 2) 


Westmoreland drops CBS libel suit 


NEW YORK (AP). - Retired Gen. 
William Westmoreland yesterday 
agreed to drop his S120 million libel 
suit against CBS television network 
after testimony in the 18-week trial 
from former key aides began veering 
dramatically against him. 

Lawyers for the former U.S. Viet- 
nam war commander and CBS pre- 
sented a settlement agreement to 
District Court Judge Pieue Leval in 
his chambers yesterday morning. 

“Both Gen. Westmoreland and 
CBS believe that their respective 
positions have been effectively 
placed before the public for its con- 
sideration and that continuing the 
legal process at this stage would 
serve no further purpose," accord- 
ing to a statement released by West- 
moreland and CBS. 

• The statement said, “CBS re- 
spects Gen. Westmoreland's long 
and faithful service to his country 
and never intended to assert, and 
does not believe, that (he) was un- 
patriotic or disloyal in perforating 
his duties as he saw them. 


“Gen. Westmoreland respects the 
long and distinguished journalistic 
tradition of CBS and the rights of 
journalists to examine the complex 
issues of Vietnam, and to present 
perspectives contrary to his own." 
the statement said. 

“The general has wanted one 
thing from the beginning of the case. 
He wanted his reputation back. He 
believes he has that now.” said Dan 
Burt, Westmoreland’s lawyer, on his 
way into a meeting with the judge 
and CBS lawyers. 

Westmoreland claimed a 1982 
CBS documentary libelled him. The 
show said Westmoreland’s com- 
mand had engaged in a "conspiracy” 
in 1967 to show progress in the war 
by understating the size and nature 
of the North Vietnamese and Viet- 
cong enemy. 

As a result of the "conscious 
effort” it said, President Lyndon 
Johnson and American troops, as 
well as the public, were left “totally 
unprepared" for the Tet offensive of 
January 1969. 


CBS attorney David Boies told 
AP that CBS and Westmoreland 
agreed “to dismiss the case without 
cost to either party." 

In dramatic testimony over the 
last two weeks, two former West- 
moreland aides told how the gener- 
al, now 70, rejected higher, more 
accurate troop estimates because 
they were “politically unaccept- 
able." 

One ex-aide, former Westmore- 
land intelligence chief retired Maj.- 
Gen. Joseph McChristian. quoted 
the general as describing the higher 
figures as a “political bombshell.” 

Another ex-aide, Col. Gains 
Hawkins, told the court last week 
that be changed the troop estimates 
because Westmoreland had placed 
“a dishonest ceiling” on them. 

Westmoreland had contended 
that his figures were accurate and 
that the higher estimates were in- 
cluding irregular troops such as old 
men, old women and children.

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Moda’i in bind over religious funding

Sunday's cabinet decision to re- 
form the allocation of funds for reli- 
gious educational institutions 
seemed to be running aground 
yesterday because of objections by 
Agudat Yisrael, the party initially 
responsible for the tangled web of 
special allocations. 

A few hours after the cabinet 
decision, on Sunday evening, former 
Aguda MK Shlomo Lorincz in- 
formed finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i that his ultra-Orthodox party 
could not live with the cabinet's 
reform. 

Under the cabinet decision, the 
allocation of funds to religious edu- 
cational and cultural institutions is 
only to be carried out on the basis of 
published criteria, and is not to be 
left - as now - to the discretion of 
individual MKs. 

When Moda’i met yesterday 
morning with Religious Affairs 
Minister Yosef Burg, as the cabinet 
had decided, to discuss what the 
criteria would be. Moda'i explained 


the Aguda’s problem to Burg. 

He suggested that half the special 
allocations be distributed on the 
basis of criteria which Burg has 
already drafted and sent to the 
attorney-general, with the other half 
left to the decision of the relevant 
MKs.

Rabbi Moshe Levinger said 
yesterday he is ending his 3 Vi month 1 
vigil opposite the Dehaishe refugee 
camp after receiving assurances that 
a harder line would be taken against 
attacks on Israeli traffic in tbe admi- 
nistered territories. 

Levinger said his demonstration 
had achieved its goal and had signifi- 
cantly influenced the government's 
position. This was evident in state- 
ments by Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres, Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin and Chief of Staff Moshe 
Levy that “the government will not 
tolerate tenor actions and stone- 
throwing'' and that “every effort will 
be made to work for a constant 
reduction of the attacks," Levinger 
said. 

“We believe the government will 
cany out its promises." Levinger 
added. “But if the situation does not 
improve and the policy does not 
change... we will renew the protest 
actions as we see fit, and at the time 
ahd place we decide upon." 

Levinger said the second aim of 
his demonstration was “to protest 
the insult and humiliation of stone- 
throwing and hurling of petrol 


bombs at Jews travelling on the 
roads.. .In the Diaspora we were 
compelled to absorb such attacks, 
but in tbe Land of Israel and under 
Israeli rule such activity is totally 
inconceivable," Levinger said. 

Despite his statements to the 
press, Levinger remained yesterday 
afternoon at Dehaishe and declined 
to specify the exact time of his depar- 
ture. 

Counter-demonstrators from the 
Mapam Party said they would stay 
until Levinger left, and their leader. 
Latif Don, said “Levinger bad de- 
cided to leave after failing in his 
mission to evict the residents of the 
Dehaishe camp." 

West Bank settlers threatened a 
new wave of demonstrations and 
roadblocks in the area to prevent 
concessions on the administered ter- 
ritories and Golan Heights. 

Otniel Shneller, secretary of the 
Judea and Samaria settlers' council, 
told reporters at the Dehaishe re- 
fugee camp that “innovative steps'’ 
would be taken to dramatize the 
settlers' concern for the future of the 
administered territories and the 
Golan. 


Soldier admits bus attack, 
denies he meant to kill

; David Ben-Shimol, an 18-jea^-ojd 
soldier on trial for firing a LAW 
rocket at an Arab bus in Jerusalem 
and tossing a bomb into an Old City 
restaurant, yesterday confessed to 
the facts of the indictment, but de- 
nied he was trying to kill anybody. 

One person was killed and 10 
wounded in the October attack on 
the bus. Half a dozen were wounded 
in the restaurant attack in late 
September. 

“I wondered why nothing serious 
was being done against the Arabs.” 
Ben-Shimol said in his confession to 
the police, which was read in Jeru- 
salem District Court yesterday. “So 
then I decided to do something,” the 
statement added. 

Ben-Shimol, who according to the 


charge sheet stole the rocket from an 
IDF training base, appeared calm as 
the confession Was i/ead.in coiirt., 

■ *T foel.tbatall Jews are part oLme. 
and if somebody hurts a Jew, I feel 
hurt,” said the statement. “When 
the two students were killed at the 
Cremisan monastery. I felt some- 
thing had to be done." 

“I would drink and feel terrible,” 
the confession said. “I thought I'd 
kill myself." 

But Ben-Shimol denied any inten- 
tion to kill anyone when he fired a 
shoulder-held missile from close 
range into the roof of the bus as it 
made its way up the long incline of 
the Hebron Road in Hinnom Valley. 

He has pleaded not guilty to the 
charges of premeditated murder. He 
is scheduled to take the stand today.

Nor did alliances with Lebanese 
groups have any importance, he in- 
dicated. Rabin was plainly annoyed 
at Lebanese president Jemayel who

That statement exemplifies how 
“all the concepts of so-called fidelity 
in Lebanon are worth less than the 
skin of a garlic, and how much any 
attempt to trust a relationship (with 
Lebanese) has no basis in reality.” 
Though he did not say so specifical- 
ly, Rabin seemed to allude to the 
extensive aid Israel had given the 
Jemayel family and the Phalangist 
forces.

ening our control; in fact, if 25 per 
cent of the student body of a school is 
found absent during a spot check, all 
funding is halted until the matter is 
cleared up.” 

Tunik retorted that the behaviour 
of the yeshivot who inflate their 
enrolments constitutes “defilement 
of religion,” adding that Solomon's 
responses to his critical report are 
“disappointing, since it would be 
hoped that more serious attention 
would be forthcoming to such de- 
pressing findings. ” 

The method of dispensing funds to 
religious institutions also came up at 
yesterday's meetings of the coalition 
executive and the Alignment faction 
executive. At both gatherings sever- 
al Alignment MKs warned they 
would not vote for the proposed 
state budget unless the allocation 
procedure is changed. 


Modal says he 
iwon’t quit until 
economy recovers

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
told the Knesset yesterday that he 
has no intention of submitting his 
resignation before the economy is 
back on its feet. i 

“That would be the easy way out,” 
he said. “I regard my job as a 
mission." 

He was replying to the debate on 
the supplementary budget of S1.9 
billion for the fiscal year ending next 
month, which later passed its first 
reading. 

Moda'i said that the government 
intends to retain subsidies only 
where they constitute a planning 
instrument, as in the case of agri- 
cultural produce. 

In general, such subsidies would 
drop to 25 per cent of the price, but 
they would be as high as 50 per cent 
in special cases such as public trans- 
port. There the subsidy is designed 
as an incentive to encourage more 
use of public transport, Moda'i said. 

The subsidies on fuel, electricity, 
and cooking oil would be abolished. 

Moda'i promised not to “open 
safe deposit boxes”- something con- 
templated by Yigael Hurvitz when 
he was finance minister - or to 
“enter houses.'’ The citizen's priva- 
cy would be respected, be said. 

But he promised that “we will get 
to the tax evaders - and soon.” 

Moda'i said he was impressed with 
the statements of outgoing passen- 
gers at Lod Airport interviewed on 
television about the increased travel 
tax. 

The typical reply was that if the 
government found it necessary to 
raise the tax, they could not very well 
object. One woman even said that it 
was an obligation she bore with 
pleasure. Moda'i said the su- 
plementary budget had been made 
necessary mainly by subsidies, which 
were not reduced to the extent plan- 
ned. and by the need to meet statu- 
tory obligations under the Law for 
the Encouragement of Capital In- 
vestment, and to repay internal and 
external debts.

Former top IDF officer 
subject of financial probe

Former IDF chief artillery officer 
Arye Mizrahi is being investigated 
by the police on suspicion of finan- 
cial improprieties.

Knesset panel will back Nil

By chang- 
ing the law to give our committee 
definitive powers, we will ensure the 
Nil’s ability to withstand the Treas- 
ury’s onslaughts." 

Committee chairwoman Ora 
Namir added; “This committee is 
the National Insurance Institute's 
lobby in the Knesset. According to 
the law, the ministers of Finance and 
Labour and Social Affairs must com- 
pensate Nil allowance recipients for 
the rise in the cost of living. They had 
no right to refer the question of 
compensation to the Package Deal 
Follow-Up Committee, as they did.” 

Recipients of supplementary in- 
come allowances will receive a 4 per 
cent increase in their payments be- 
fore the end of this month, and 
recipients of other NH allowances 
will get an extra 10 per cent.

“ Tremendous pressures - diplomatic as well as 
political and commercial” - were put on the 
ministry over the sale of the exchanges. 

The most intense pressure came from Shaul 
Eisenberg, the international magnate, who is part 
of a group of investors representing a French firm, 
Cit- Alcatel, which produces such exchanges. 
Throughout the deliberations, Eisenberg tried to 
“pull strings,” according to the ministry, but foiled 
to win the contract. 

Zipori had appointed an inter-ministry commit- 
tee to investigate the purchase of the know-how 
from ITT. When Rubinstein took office he found 
the decision on his desk. Last October he 
appointed another committee headed by Avra- 
ham Suhanfi of Elsdnt to determine whether all 


interests had been taken into account in the 
previous committee and whether HTs was still 
the best o ffer. The Sub ami committee recom- 
mended the ITT subsidiary. 

Eisenberg called Peres before the premier was 
to go to France a few months ago and urged him to 
change his mind. Rubinstein, in an unusual move, 
agreed to hear an unnamed international expert 
from the U.S. in telephone exchanges who spent 
several weeks here. This expert recommended 
that Northern Telecommunications be con- 
tracted, and that Telrad be asked to manufacture 
the equipment. Rubinstein rejected this proposal 
on the grounds that he did “not want Israel to be 
dependent for the exchanges on a sole local 
supplier.” Finally, last weekend, he decided to 
offer the deal to BTM and to the Israeli com- 
panies. 

The new type of exchanges - to be purchased 
with Bezek development funds and outside invest- 
ment — can. be installed in three or four months 
compared with 18 months for electro- 
mechanical exchanges.

Ethiopians show off crafts 
in VIPS-only exhibition

Most immigrants from Ethiopia 
arrived here with only the clothes ou 
their backs, but others were able to 
bring along a kror or maaruzo to 
play, colourful woven basket work, 
embroidered dresses and day sculp- 
ture. 

Some outstanding examples of the 
Ethiopian Jews’ folklore and hand- 
icraft were displayed at the Zionist 
Confederation House in Jerusalem 
yesterday - for one day only and for 
the view of VIPs and members of the 
Jewish Agency board of governors. 

Agency aliya department chair- 
man H aim Aharon noted the Ethio- 
pians' artwork during his visits to 
absorption centres in recent months. 
He proposed that an exhibit be col- 
lected and assigned Dana Ostrovs- 
ka, a staff member charged with 
contacts with immigrant artists, to 
prepare it. The lower level of the 
restored Confederation House over- 
looking the Old Q'ty walls was pro- 
vided free. 

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy KoUek, 
MKs and the Agency board (now 
meeting in Jerusalem) were on hand 


for the exhibit, which was also 
attended by Ethiopian immigrant 
craftsmen. Ostrovska would like the 
collection to become a permanent 
exhibition in the Israel Museum or 
elsewhere, and there are plans to 
send the objects as a travelling ex- 
hibition to the U!S. 

Dror Azariya, who came here a 
year ago and lives in Kiryat Gat, 
showed the ma'aruzo - a musical 
instrument made of goatskin and a 
horsehair string played with a bow - 
and the krar- a four-or-five-stringed 
wooden instrument. 

Despite the simple construction, 
the instruments produce a large vari- 
ety of soulful notes. Some of the 
instruments were brought here from 
Ethiopia, others, clearly made of 
less authentic material, were pro- 
duced in Israel. 

Also on display was Ethiopian 
Shabbat bread and simpler, flatter 
pitta. A large number of woven bas- 
kets of leather and wool double as 
tables and as storage units. There 
were also pottery fertility sculptures, 
and white dresses embroidered with 
bright-coloured yarn. The Star of 
David was much in evidence in 
jewellery and on the dresses.

Pirate TV owner convicted of rape

In banding down judgement, in 
foe case which began over two years 
ago. Judge Eliahu Vino grad de- 
^ scribed foe accused, Paul Green- 
wald, 40, as a “disturbed chatterbox, 
who could not be believed.” 

Greeowald maintained that foe 
woman, 27, married with a child, 
had sex with him at her own initia- 
tive. 


According to the charge sheet, 
Greenwald met his victim at a Dizen- 
goff cafe in Tel Aviv in October, 
1982, and invited her to take a screen 
test for his TV station on foe ship 
Odelia. While alone in his office 
Greenwald said be wanted to test her 
pain endurance by putting out a 
cigarette on her arm. He then told 
her to imagine that he had broken 
into her house and tied up her hus- 
band, and instructed her to try to 
seduce him . When she refused, he 
threatened her, then forcibly un- 
dressed and raped her. 

Sentence will be banded down 
next week.

Histadrutto 
update May Day 
symbols

TEL AVTV. - May 1 will never be 
the same again, now that foe His tad- 
rut central committee has decided to 
change the symbols with which it has 
traditionally celebrated Workers 
Day. 

According to Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar, the 
changes, which were proposed by a 
committee headed by former 
secretary-general Yitzhak Ben- 
Aharon, will appear “in one way or 
another" by May 1 this year. 

Israeli workers, it appears, will no 
longer mention the “oppressed and 
starving” when they sing the Interna- 
tionale though a modem Israeli 
equivalent has yet to be written. Nor 
will foe red flag be as prominent as it 
has been in the past, though it is not 
clear whether it will be abolished 
altogether. 

In supporting the changes, which 
were approved this week, Kessar 
said that “conservatism is the 
greatest enemy of a movement that 
began as a revolutionary move- 
ment." Ben-Aharon added that 
socialism is inherent in foe values of 
foe Histadrut, while the Interna- 
tionale must be made more relevant 
for foe younger generation. 

The latter proposal was opposed 
by Mapam faction leader Naftali 
Ben-Moshe, who said that oppres- 
sed and starving people still exist, 
and the international character of 
foe anthem should not be altered. 

Representatives of the Indepen- 
dent Liberals and Shinui voted 
against the proposals on the grounds 
that they did not go far enongh. 


Truckers: Egged is spending 
subsidies on charter buses

TEL AVTV. - The passenger service 
division of the Israel Trucking Board 
has asked the state comptroller to 
check the source of funds the Egged 
bus cooperative is using to purchase 
300 new minibuses. 

The ITB claimed the funds were 
coming from government subsidies 
being paid to Egged for their regular 
buslines. 

Egged several years ago bought a 
private bus company. Gat, that spe- 
cializes in charters. According to the 
ITB. Egged is trying to comer the 
charter market in Israel through 
Gat, by charter fares far below the 
market prices for minibuses. 


The ITB spokesman claimed that 
Egged can offer such low charter 
fares because foe cooperation is 
making a profit on regular bus lines 
that are subsidized by the govern- 
ment. 

ITB said its members operate 350 
to 400 minibuses, and claimed the 
operators’ livelihoods are being en- 
dangered. 

No comment was available from 
Egged yesterday. 

ITB has also asked foe Transport 
Ministry for a 30 per cent increase in 
haulage fees. The trucking board's 
financial department claims that the 
recent increases in operation costs - 
fuel, financing, insurance, repairs 
and tires - comes to about 31 pee 
cent. 


Mendelevich writes his life story

On February IS. 1981. David Levy - 
then absorption minister- presented 
Yosef Mendelevich with his Israeli 
identity card. Yesterday, four years 
later, Mendelevich presented Levy 
with his autobiography, a story of his 
struggle to immigrate and his 10 
years in Soviet prison camps. 

“You represent a chapter in Jew- 
ish history full of heroism, faith and 
determination,” deputy prime 
minister Levy told Mendelevich 
yesterday in his office in the Housing 
Ministry. 

Born in Riga, the 35-year-old 
Mendelevich was one of the Soviet 
Jews who planned to fly a plane out 
of Russia and was caught before the 


“Leningrad plot” could be carried 
out. Today, married to an immigrant 
from Algeria and father of a toddler, 
he is a student at Jerusalem's Mercaz 
Harav Yeshiva and chairs foe Soviet 
Jewry Education and Information 
Centre. 

His book, Mivtza Haiuna (Opera- 
tion Wedding: The Struggle. Arrest 
and Release of a Prisoner of Zion) is 
published in Hebrew by Keter and 
has an introduction by Deputy Pre- 
mier and Education Minister Yit- 
zhak Navon. 

Mendelevich reported that the 
government has drastically cut the 
budget for phone calls by activists 
here to Soviet Jewish refuseniks in 
the USSR and asked for Levy's help 
in restoring the budget. 


Court asked to admit Katz murder confessions 


HAIFA (Itim). - The prosecution in 
the Danny Katz murder trial yester- 
day asked the Haifa District Court to 
reject defence arguments that the 
confessions of the five defendants 
and their re-enactments of their 
alleged crime were inadmissible. 

The request came as Haifa District 
Attorney Lili Burishansky summed 
up the prosecution arguments in the 
mini-trial on admissibility of evi- 
dence in the case. 

Burishansky argued that the de- 


fendants in the killing of the 15-year- 
old Haifa boy had confessed and 
re-enacted the crime of their own 
free will. She said that after defen- 
dant Fathi Janama confessed, he 
even wrote a “statement of regret,” 
hugged his interrogator, and asked 
forgiveness. 

The defence is to sum up its argu- 
ments in the mini-trial at the next 
court session. It has previously 
charged that the confessions were 
extracted under torture. 


Cypriot freighter found drifting empty

HAIFA. - The Cypriot-registered 
freighter, Motravas Lina, earlier be- 
lieved to have sunk in a storm last 
Thursday night, was found drifting 
yesterday off the Lebanese coast 
with its cargo of cement intact.

But there was no sign of foe four 
missing crew members, including the 
captain, and the .wife of the ship's 
firk officer, who abandoned the ves- 
sel and took to a rubber lifeboat. 

Five other crew members, all Indi- 
an seamen, came ashore safely near 
Nabariya Sunday morning after 
spending more than 60 hours at sea 
in their lifeboat without food or 
water. 

The Indians were still under 
observation in foe Nahariya hospital 
yesterday but are due to be dis- 
charged today.

CROSSROADS. South Africa. - 
Rioting erupted In this black shanty 
town near Cape Town yesterday and 
at least five people were killed in 
clashes between police and 
thousands of blacks, police said. 

Residents of the Crossroads 
squatter community of about 6.000 
told reporters they were protesting 
against government plans to move 
them 'forcibly to the controversial 
new township of Khayelitsha. 

Black youths, often raising clen- 
ched fists in black power salutes, 
hurled petrol bombs and stones at 
vehicles on nearby main roads and 
set a delivery lorry and barricades 
ablaze. 

Police said three blacks had died 
in the rioting. 11 were injured and 
four had been arrested. Four police- 
men were slightly hurt by stones, a 
spokesman added. 


Police using armoured personnel - 
carriers fired volleys of rubber bul- 
lets. birds hot and tear gas in running 
battles with rioters who advanced on 
a compound housing local govern- 
ment offices. A police helicopter 
hovered overhead. 

Thousands of “illegals" without 
permits to live in the area also fear 
they will be sent back to poverty- 
stricken tribal homelands in the east- 
ern Cape Province. 

South Africa’s government reaf- 
firmed on Friday that it is speeding 
up plans to move Crossroads inhabi- 
tants to Khayelitsha. Residents de- 
cided at the weekend to stay away 
from work yesterday in protest 
against the move and to protect thier 
homes from demolition. 

Many blacks are deeply suspicious 
of the government and say they do 
not want to move to Khayelitsha 


New Zealand nuclear ban 
torpedoes Anzus exercise 


CANBERRA (AP). - Australia 
cancelled a military communications 
exercise yesterday after the U.S. 
withdrew in protest against New 
Zealand’s ban on visits by U.S. 
nuclear-powered and nuclear-armed 
warships. 

The Australian Defence Depart- 
ment announced that the meeting 
was called off after the U.S. said it 
would not be taking part. The meet- 
ing was scheduled for yesterday in 
Sydney with Australian, New Zea- 
land and American nuclear- 
powered or nuclear-armed warships, 
saying they make the country a nuc- 
lear target. 

Washington has warned that New 


Zealand's action threatens the fu- 
ture of the Anzus alliance among 
Australia, New Zealand and the 
U.S. The U.S. has been withdrawing 
from Anzus exercises in protest. 

New Zealand Prime Minister 
David Lange announced yesterday 
that he would visit the U.S. next 
week to explain his anti-nuclear poli- 
cies. 

He said he would tell Americans 
that his ban on nuclear-powered or 
armed warships applied equally to 
British or French warships and was 
not anti- American. 

“In no way is it anti-American. It 
is anti-nuclear," he said in an inter- 
view with the Associated Press. 


Top opposition men jailed 
as Pakistan nears elections 


ISLAMABAD ( AP). - A new wave 
of arrests yesterday virtually com- 
pleted the military government's 
crackdown on opposition leaders, 
with parliamentary elections slated 
in a week. 

In Karachi, Pakistan's biggest 
city, 1,580km. south of here, four 
top-ranking figures were placed 
under house arrest, police said. The 
fifth a nest was in Lahore, 290km. 
south-east of Islamabad. 

Arrested in Karachi were Ghulam 
Mustafa Jatoi, leader of the influen- 
tial left-leaning Pakistan People's 
Party: Sherbaz Mazari. head of the 
National Democratic Party: Shah 
Ahmed Noorani. who heads the 
rightist political-religious party 
Jamiat ul-Ulemae Pakistan, and 
Khawaja Khairuddin. leader of the 
Pakistan Muslim League. 

All four are leaders of parties 
"belonging io the outlawed 11-party 
opposition alliance known as the 
Movement for the Restoration of 
Democracy (MRD), which 


spearheaded bloody anti- 
government demonstrations across 
Pakistan in the summer of 1983. 

Meanwhile, MRD leader Kaswar 
Gardezi was arrested in Lahore 
along with at least six political activ- 
ists, opposition sources said. 

Although no specific charges 
against them were announced, the 
military government invoked a pre- 
ventive detention order under mar- 
tial law regulations in effect since 
Gen. Mohammed Zia uI-Haq seized 
power nearly eight years ago. 

With the latest arrests, almost ev- 
ery opposition leader now is either in 
jail or under house arrest and ban- 
ned from travelling inside the coun- 
try. 

Public gatherings and all political 
activity are prohibited under martial 
law. 

Police said armed police units 
were deployed at the bouses of the 
four Karachi activists, effectively 
cutting off outside contact 


New artificial heart man is stable 


LOUISVILLE. Kentucky (AP). - 
Murray Haydon's vital signs re- 
mained stable early yesterday after 
he became the world's third perma- 
nent artificial heart recipient on Sun- 
day. One of his doctors said Haydon 
has less to wony about than the 
average open-heart surgery patient. 

The 5 8-v ear-old former autowork- 
er was listed in critical but stable 
condition at Humana Hospital, 
where surgeons implanted the 
mechanical heart in a 3Vi-hour op- 


eration. 

"Haydon rested well last night,” 
George Atkins, a Humana spokes- 
man, said at 6 a.m. yesterday. 
"There have been no complica- 
tions." 

Haydon "has the usual problems 
of any open-heart patient, minus the 
chance that be might develop some- 
thing wrong with his heart/’ such as 
an irregular rhythm, said Dr. Allan 
Lansing, medical director of Huma- 
na Heart Institute International. 


EC issues keep Papandreou from China 


ATHENS (Reuter). - Prime Minis- 
ter Andreas Papandreou has post- 
poned a trip to China so he can 
concentrate on European Commun- 
ity problems, a government spokes- 
man said yesterday. 

He is involved in talks about a 
community aid plan which Greece 
wants as a price for allowing Spain 
and Portugal to join the bloc. 

The spokesman said the trip to 
China, which had been set for late 
March, would have meant too long 


an absence at a time of important 
inter-community discussions about 
the proposed S5 million Mediterra- 
nean aid programme. 

Papandreou, has said that at the 
community summit next month he 
will block enlargement unless he 
secures implementaion of the aid 
programme, which has long been 
considered by the European Com- 
munity -as a way of cushioning the 
effect of Iberian entry of France, 
Italy and Greece. 


Sailing coach tortured boy to death 


NAGOYA. Japan (Reuter). - A 
Japanese court yesterday imposed a 
two-year suspended jail sentence on 
a sailing school coach found guilty of 
torturing a 13-vear-old pupil to 
death. 

The prosecution had demanded a 
two-and-a-half year jail sentence for 
Isatoshi Takemura. 28. a former 
coach at the Totsuka Y achr School in 
nearby Mihama which was known 
for its spartan discipline. 


The charge against Takemura said 
he and others beat, kicked and in- 
flicted bums on the boy for eight 
days. 

The judge said the corporal 
punishment inflicted at the sdiool 
exceeded socially acceptable limits. 
But he said be was being lenient 
because Takemura has shown peni- 
tence and had made a sincere apolo- 
gy to the boys parents. 


Muhammad Ali to ask Assad for help 


BEIRLT (Reuter). - Former world 
boxing champion Muhammad Ali is 
planning to go to Damascus to seek 
advice from Syrian President Hafez 
Assad on securing the release of four 
kidnapped Americans and a Saudi 
Arabian diplomat. 

Ali’s lawyer. Richard Hirschfeld, 
said that Ali was a friend of the 
Syrian leader and wanted to ask his 
advice "regarding efforts to obtain 
the release” of the five men seized in 
mainly- Moslem West Beirut over 
the past year. 

He said Ali. who arrived in Beirut 
on Saturday, also wanted to thank 


Assad for his intervention in nego- 
tiations for the release of U.S. jour- 
nalist Jeremy Levin. 

Levin, who regained freedom 
from his militant Moslem kidnap- 
pers last week after being held for 
almost a year in Syrian-controlled 
east Lebanon, said he had escaped. 
A Syrian official said Damascus bad 
negotiated his release. 

An anonymous caller for the 
"Islamic Jihad" group said it re- 
leased Levin after deciding he was 
not a spy and after “approaches from 
brotherly and effective sides." 


Gromyko said soon to visit Italy and Spain 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Soviet Fore- 
ign Minister Andrei Gromyko is to 
pay an official visit to Spain on 
February 28 after talks in Italy. 

Gromyko is expected to brief 
Spain’s Foreign Minister Fernando 
Moran and Prime Minister Felipe 
Gonzalez on Moscow's disappoint- 
ment over Madrid's new backing for

Soviet officials, in keeping with 
the secrecy they apply to ministers' 
travels, declined to confirm or deny 
the three-day trip.

- Iran has 
asked for a UN team to inspect 
damage it says was caused m an Iraqi 
air raid on an uncompleted nuclear 
power plant at the Persian Gulf port 
of Bushehr. informed sources said 
yesterday. , 

Iran said one person was killed in 
last Tuesday's raid, which Iraq said 
never took place. 

Teheran says the raid breached an 
agreement negotiated last June by 
UN Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar banning attacks on civi- 
lian areas by the two countries, 
which have been at war since 
September 1980. 

Work on the plant by West Ger- 
many's Kraftwerk Union AG was 
suspended in 1979 after Iran's Isla- 
mic revolution. 

Cabinet shakeup 
follows elections 
in South Korea 

SEOUL (Reuter). - President Chun 
Doo Hwan carried out a major 
reshuffle of the South Korean gov- 
ernment yesterday following succes- 
ses by a new opposition party in last 
week’s elections. 

Chun* a former army general, 
changed more than half of his 22- 
member cabinet, appointing intelli- 
gence chief Lho Shin Yong as prime 
minister in place of the ailing Chin 
Lee Chong. 

Chun dropped Information Minis- 
ter Lee Jin Hie, said by diplomats to 
be held partly responsible for the 
bad press South Korea received 
abroad when dissident Kim Dae 
Jung and a group of Americans 
accompanying him home from exile 
were roughed up by police at Seoul ' 
Airport on February 8. 

But diplomats said the main 
reason for the shakeup was the 
strong showing at the polls of the 
newly formed New Korea Democra- 
tic Party. 

The NKDP, which has the bles- 
ings of Kim and other dissidents, 
won 67 of the 276 seats in the nation- 
al assembly. It acquired another 
yesterday when an independent 
joined the party. In other develop- 
ments, six unsuccessful candidates of 
the Democratic Korea Party and 
about 150 supporters clashed with 
riot police in central* ’Seoul yester- 
day, witnesses said. 

The protesters said the six would 
have won seats but for what they 
called widespread vote-buying, 
influence-peddling and other irregu- 
larities.

NEW YORK (AP). - A pipe bomb 
was found yesterday in the petrol 
tank of a car belonging to the Soviet 
mission to the UN, police said.

LEGENDARY AMERICAN test 
pilot Charles “Chuck" Yaeger pos- 
sessed enough of what would later be 
called “the right stuff' to inspire 
ioth a book and film about his life. 
But the praises of H. Dudley Wright 
- a member of Yaeger’s staff during 
the mid-Forties and probably the 
only U.S. Air Force officer ever to 
receive a congressional citation after 
failing to carry out a flight mission - 
have yet to be sung. 

• This week, Wright, aeronautics 
instrument tycoon and Geneva- 
based patron of the sciences, was in 
Israel to award cash prizes to Israeli 
researchers from three of the coun- 
try's major institutions of higher 
learning. 

At 64. he is founder and president 
of the famous Wright Engineering 
. , Company of Pasadena, as well as of 
^Endevco. Digitran and, on his move 
to Geneva in 1965, the Orbisphere 
Corporation. 

Wright does not strike one as the 
’ hard-drinking high-flying type glor- 
ified in Tom Wolfe’s best-selling 
hovel or the film version of The Right 
Stuff. 

And though related to the famous 
Ohio brothers who invented the air- 
plane. Wright was never a pilot. He 
was a test-flight engineer- one of the 
unrecognized few who helped make 
aviation history together with the 
hot-shor pilots of yesteryear. . 

And in 1946, as a 25-year-old first 
lieutenant at Wright Air Force Base 
in Dayton, Ohio, Wright was 
charged by the then-chief of U.S. 
Air Force research and development 
with beating the British world speed 
record for jet aircraft. 

Wright (“I was too young and too 
dumb to be daunted") accepted the 
task eagerly. The odds against suc- 
cess were, in fact, considerable. He 
had only three months to break the 
record - from New Year's Day to 
March 31 - since his achievement 
was to be a going-away gift for Air 
Force Commander “Hap' 1 Arnold. 
Limited to one specific aircraft - the 
Shooting Star, the first operational 
jet in the U.S. - he was also hard 
pressed to find and prepare a suit- 
able test field. 

S Moreover breaking a world speed 
^rcord for jet airplanes is not the 
same as crop-dusting. The British 
record was 606 miles an hour. The 
rules said that Wright would have to 
beat that speed by 1 per cent. 


IT DIDN'T WORK. The best the 
Wright team managed was 611 mph 
- better than the performance of 
Britain's De Havilland aircraft, but 
not good enough- By April 1946, 
Wright, thinking of leaving the Air 
•Force, where he had been tempted 
by an eventual generalship, earned a 
congressional citation for doing as 
well as he had done. 

Wright concurs that the test pilots 
. at Muroc (now Edwards) Air Field 
were a special breed. In his book 
-labour them. Wolfe writes that the 
'kind of man who could be trusted to 
take up costly experimental ai.'rraft 
each morning, push them and him- 
self beyond previous limits - and 
•‘then bring them safely back to the 
; ground, were a breed apart. 

No, Wright does not recall any 
Jews at Muroc. among the pilots, 
though there were Jewish flight en- 
^ gineers. 

The uncontested king of the test 


pilots was Chuck Yaeger, the Texas 
farm boy who became the first 
American ever to break the sound 
barrier - flying a rocket plane called 
the X-l. Yaeger’s gum-chewing and 
Southern drawl were widely imitated 
by other U.S. pilots., regardless of 
whether they were brought up in 
Brooklyn or Boston. 

• These men - many of whom went . 
on to become astronauts - hung out 
at the offbase bar owned by Pancho 
Bames, a woman, says Wright, who 
was so ugly that she was able to 
travel the world on a tramp steamer 
disguised as a man. Barnes, a flight 
buff, accepted the constant presence 
in her bar of women who today 
would be called "groupies." 

In 1965, Wright left Pasadena for 
Geneva, where he founded a nigh- 
,-tech control instrument company 
called the Orbisphere Corporation. 
But. concerned with the benefits. of 
science as wellas technology, he also 
became involved in science pub- 
lishing, research support and science 
aopulartzatiom These activities are 
what the peppery and energetic 
businessman today calls “The 


Wright Stuff." 


Beyond the rhetoric, there is a new reality in the Arab world, reports Joan Borsten 

A barrier broken 


IN THE LOBBY of Kuwait’s posh 
Sheraton Hotel, there was I. blithely 
talking shop’ with a group of cinema 
industry locals. An Iraqi film jour- 
nalist . reached for my copy of the 
annual MIFED (Milan Film Marker) 
published by the Hollywood Repor- 
ter, one of the American film indus- 
try’s two daily trade papers. I watch- 
ed as he skimmed through the thick 
volume and then came to a dead stop 
at the beginning of the 56-page sec- 
tion of ads publicizing the films of 
the Cannon group, which is headed 
by Israelis Menachem Golan and 
Yoram Globus. 

“Anything wrong?" I asked ner- 
vously, as he began to address his 
colleagues in rapid Arabic, pointing 
at page after page of what was un- 
doubtedly considered Zionist prop- 
aganda. 

‘‘Oh no,” he replied, “I was just 
telling my friends here how well 
Golan and Globus have done since I 
talked to them two years ago at 
Cannes." 

Listening to the politicians of the 
Arab world as they assail Israel’s evil 
wavs, reading the bellicose and in- 
transigent editorials published daily 
by the Arab press from Rabat to 
Cairo to Jeddah, you would think 
that Anwar Sadat had made his 
courageous journey to Jerusalem in 
vain. On the surface, it’s as if the 
Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty had 
changed nothingjn the Middle East: 
the Arabs are still intent on driving 


the ‘‘Zionist entity" into the sea and 
the Israelis are still lepers, to be 
given a wide berth at all public and 
private functions. 

BEYOND the rhetoric and theat- 
rics, however, there is a new and 
different reality. It is clear to me. as 
it must be to anyone who deals 
regularly with Arabs and Israelis, 
that one of Sadat's great achieve- 
ments was the breaking down of 
what he called “the psychological 
barrier." The fact is that moreand 
more Arabs, at least privately, 
accept Israel as a permanent pre- 
sence in the Middle East. And more 
and more Israelis and Arabs are now 
eating, talking and even working 
together. I could cite examples in the 
field of business or diplomacy, but 
happily, as my Kuwaiti experience 
proves, we don't have to go much 
farther than our own backyard - the 
international entertainment indus- 
try. 

At this years Venice Film Festiv- 
al. the first interview Warner 
Brothers scheduled for Israeli direc- 


tor Uri Barabash. whose Beyond the 
Wflffr won the international critics 
prize, was with Lebanese film critic 
Samir Nasri. An apolitical. Cairo- 
born Christian based in Beirut. Nasri 
writes for two of that city's most 
prestigious papers: the Arabic- 
language .4/ Nahar and the French- 
language Orient de Jour. 


Nasri was hopeful that the story 
would be published (it wasn't) be- 
cause he felt that Beyond rhe Walls 
captured the dilemma of the region 
far better than either Costa-Gavras" 
Hanna K or Volker Schlondorffs 
Circle of Deceit. Nasri, who has 
interviewed other Israeli film- 
makers in the past, made no attempt 


to hide the fact that he was meeting 
with Barabash. The two lunched 
together at the Excelsior Hotel, in 
full view of other Arab critics.

Some initiate 
long discussions about the state of 


cinema, or the region. Others just 
say hello and “Have you seen any- 
thing worth viewing?" 

THEN THERE is the case of mogul 
Golan, who certainly makes no 
attempt to disguise the fact that he is 
an Israeli. The Cannon group, offi- 
cially an American company, figures 
prominently on the Arab League 
blacklist. Nonetheless. Cannon films 
are today screened commercially in 
Cairo and Beirut (Golan's Lebanese 
distributor is a Palestinian). And. 
say both Golan and several reliable 
Arab sources, during the last Cannes 
Festival. Cannon concluded a deal 
with the Saudis. 

In the “good old days." by the 
way. just after Sadat journeyed to 
Israel but before he signed the 
Camp David accords, an enterpris- 
ing Lebanese slipped several Can- 
non films past the national censor by 
"unkoshering" Golan's name. 
According to the revised credits, the 
B-picture was produced by Menny 
McGoIan. 

Popular music, like the silver 
screen, has also eroded the region's 


political borders. Singers such as 
Ofra Haza. the petite Yemenite who 
placed second in the I9S4 Eurovision 
Festival, now gets fan mail from 
Arabs in Egypt and Lebanon. Her 
hits, recorded in Hebrew, are occa- 
sionally beamed to the rest of the 
Middle East by Israel radio's Arabic- 
language service. 

Much more popular among Arabs 
than Israel's Westernized crooners 
are the "Malchei Hakasctot" (Cas- 
sette Kings). This increasingly popu- 
lar group of entertainers has evolved 
a very Eastern sound that blends 
Yemenite. Arab and Greek ele- 
ments. Unable to persuade the soph- 
isticated dee jays of the radio's third 
channel to play their singles, they 
began to disseminate their songs oh 
cassettes. Tens of thousands were 
sold at Tel Aviv's central bus station, 
snapped up by Jews from Arab coun- 
tries. Israeli Arabs and West Bank 
Arabs. The latter reportedly bought 
cassettes in quantity for distribution 
in the Arab world. 

Late last spring. Israeli reservists 
stationed in Lebanon's Bekaa Val- 
ley reported having been verbally 
addressed by a Syrian. The soldier 
wanted neither to defect nor to pass 
information. He asked for a cassette 
of "Linda. Linda." the catchy tune 
recorded a few months earlier, in 
Arabic, bv Haim Moshe.

Viennese 

memories

THE PERSECUTION of Austrian 
artists, musicians and intellectuals, 
many of them Jews, imder Nazi rule 
is being graphically recalled in a 
unique exhibition which has just 
opened in Vienna: 

“The emigration and deportation 
during that period of tens of 
thousands of Austrians - among 
them many famous scientists, wri- 
ters. artists and musicians - is a loss 
from which Austria will never recov- 
er.” says co-organizer Gabriele Rol- 
ler. 

Austria's Jewish community was 
decimated: numbering up to 200,000 
before the war, there are now about 
11,000 Jews in the country. 

Although nearly 40 years have 
passed since the defeat of the Nazis, 
the month-long exhibition, spon- 
sored by the Zentralsparkasse bank, 
is the first public attempt to reopen 
one of the darkest chapters in Au- 
strian history. 

On display are documents and 


photographs from the lives of some 
1 ,500 well and lesser-known figures 
who were persecuted for political or 
racial reasons. 

According to the two an lecturers 
who mounted the exhibition. Au- 
strians characteristically try to sup- 
press elements in their history that 
they would rather forget. 

Between the 193S Nazi takeover 
of Austria and 1941, when the mass 
deportations to concentration camps 
began, some 125,000 Jews alone emi- 
grated. They included composer 
Arnold Schoenberg, writers Franz 
Werfel, Stefan Zweig. • Hermann 
Broch, Joseph Roth and Elias 
Canetti, wbo won the 1981 Nobel 
Prize for literature. Zweig, heart- 
broken over the Nazi dictatorship, 
eventually committed suicide. Other 
artists died in poverty. 

Artists such as Oskar Kokoschka, 
who was also politically active, and 
Max Oppenheimer fled Austria after 
the Nazis banned their paintings as 


“degenerate art.” Robert Musil, 
known for his book, Man Without 
Qualities, also left because he found 
the Nazi regime repugnant. Many 
failed to get out in time and dis- 
appeared in the camps. 

“IT IS TYPICAL of the Austrian 
habit of mental suppression that it 
took so long for such a show to be 
staged," says Roller, a lecturer at the 


Vienna School of Applied Art. 

The exhibition was mounted as 
Austria prepared to mark the 30th 
Anniversary of the treaty signed in 
May. 1955 by the major powers to 
re-establish the country’s sovereign- 
ty. 

Koller and co-organizer Gloria 
Withalm regret that no school class 
has asked for a guided tour of the 
show. 


One of the most prominent of 
those who left Austria was Bruno 
Kreisky. who later served as chan- 
cellor from 1970 to 1983. A socialist 
of Jewish origin, he went to Sweden. 

He recalled some of the misery of 
those days when he introduced a 
book by another Nazi victim, 
cabaret artist Fritz Gruenbaum. at a 
press conference last December. 

When the two men met in 1938 
and shared a Iice-infested bed in a 
Vienna jail, Gnienbaum told Kreis- 
ky about his attempt to flee to 
Czechoslovakia. He had taken a 
train with fellow cabaret star Karl 
Farkas and his wife, but Czech bor- 
der guards refused them entry. 

“Mrs. Farkas, apparently a very 
resolute woman, started to argue at 
the border post. In a sudden burst of 
fury she slapped one fat guard in the 
face.” Kreisky said. 

Told she was under arrest, she 


retorted: “All right - but my hus- 
band must come with me.” Both got 
through. 

Musicians and singers - like 
Richard Tauber, who fled to London 
and appeared at Covent Garden - 
usually fared better than writers. 

Conductor Bruno Walter, direc- 
tor of the Vienna State Opera from 
1936 to 1938, emigrated to the Un- 
ited States, where he led the New 
York Metropolitan Opera and then 
the Philharmonic Orchestra. 

After the German Anschluss of 
Austria in March 1938. all artists had 
to become members of newlv- 
formed professional chambers. Jew’s 
were barred and forbidden to prac- 
tise their professions. 

The rise of Nazism also swept 
away many others not commemo- 
rated in the exhibition, like 
psychoanalyst Sigmund Freud, who 
fled to London in I93S and died 
there a year later. (Reuter) 


Love it or 
loathe it

ANDRZEJ WAJDA's A Love in 
Germany is the kind of film that 
cannot leave you indifferent. Either 
you fall in love with it. in which case 
you will overlook all its shortcom- 
ings, its omissions and its question- 
able stylistic quirks and find excuses 
for every one of them; or 1 yott will' 
detest it. 1 

In the latter case, you won't be 
able to stand it from the very first 
minute, it will become more irritat- 
ing with every foot of film, and you 
will leave the cinema perplexed as to 
how an important, talented film- 
maker such as Wajda could turn out 
such a movie. In either case, you will 
probably be absolutely committed to 
your opinion, which will at least 
prove that for better or for worse, 
this picture is bound to arouse strong 
feelings. 

Using a Rolf Hochhuth novel as 
his starting-point, Wajda tells the 
story of Paulina, a German village 
grocer who falls in love with a Polish 
PoW, during World War II. When 
she flaunts this affair before the 
whole village, both she and her lover 
are arrested. Out of consideration 
for her aggrieved but forgiving hus- 
band, there is an unsuccessful 
attempt to prove the Pole to be 
Aryan, which would make the of- 
fence only a minor one. But when he 
rejects this chance to save his life, 
there is no alternative but to execute 
him and sentence tbe woman to a 
long term of hard labour for disgrac- 
ing the master race. 

IT IS EVIDENT that Wajda himself 
must have had problems with this 


treatment, for there are several ver- 
sions of his doing the rounds, the one 
shown here being probably the shor- 
test. After a brief introduction, 
showing us the woman’s son, now 
grown up, talcing his own son on a 
journey into the past, the plot Alien 
mov e 5 ~ Com pletely into the' war 
period; - where it' stays until' the epi- 
logue, which is once again contem- 
porary. 

This doesn't make too much 
sense, for there is hardly any present 
perspective to be culled from these 
two brief scenes, which serve mainly 
as book ends for the bulk of the 
story. As for the story itself, Wajda 
seems determined to prove that the 
master race is composed of stupid 
murderous fools. 

In order to do this, he paints all his 
characters as uni-dimensional, and 
therefore totally predictable. Hanna 
Schygulla's performance of Paulina 
makes her look much more like a 
woman in heat than a woman in love, 
and her sexuality is so blatant, 
aggressive and exhibitionist that one 
suspects the actress of believing that 
this is the way she can put the role 
across. Most of the picture depends 
on her performance as she is the only 
character given more than passing 
attention and the entire reaction to 
the film depends on her histrionic 
mannerisms. American reviewers 
have raved about it, it is true, but 
then I am afraid I can’t always con- ' 
cur with their opinions. 

Wajda surrounds Schygulla with 
more performances like hers, the 
most disturbing being that of Marie- 
Christine Barrault as the envious 


wife across the street, who covets 
Paulina’s grocer’s shop and is pre- 
pared to sell her to the Gestapo for 
it. The village itself is crowded with 
similar types, the only promise being 
held by a character introduced by 
Elisabeth Trisenaar, as Paulina's 
accountant whose lover is killed in 
battle. But this is only a promise. 


which Wajda doesn’t find the time to 
fulfil. 

THERE ARE two scenes, however, 
which stand out and probably fur- 
nish the true reasons behind the 
making of this film. In the first one. a 
village policeman and his bumbling 
assistant try to fathom what charai> 
(eristics could qualify a Pole as an 


Aryan, and measure the prisoner, 
booklet in hand, and holding the 
local doctor as a witness to the 
process. It is a satirical, grotesque 
moment, perfectly played by Annin 
Mueller-Stahl, lately seen in Fass- 
binder’s Lily Marlene (again with 
Schygulla) and supported by veteran 
Bernhard Wicki as the sceptical doc- 
tor. 

In the second scene, the same 
policeman has to choose another 
Polish prisoner to execute the conde- 
mned man. for Germans are forbid- 
den to dirty their hands with heathen 
blood. This is the expression of bar- 
barism at its most stupid and terrify- 
ing level, because it is perpetrated 
not by monsters, but by good, clean 


citizens, obeying the letter of the law 
unflinchingly. 

But competent as these two scenes 
are, they cannot save a film whose 
skeleton of a story never fleshes out. 
There are too many fleeting charac- 
ters, too many issues left up in the 
air, Wajda is too prone to forcing the 
actors' performances and keeping 
the entire plot on a level of hysteria 
which is hard to accept. 

Those who admire the film main- 
tain that intimate knowledge of that 
period can substantiate this kind of 
behaviour. For all I know, they may 
be right; but the problem remains 
that a film like this is not made 
exclusively for the eyes of those who 
have this knowledge.

Chopping down citrus trees 
endangers honey industry

TEL AVIV. -The massive chopping 
down and bulldozing of thousands of 
dunams of citrus orchards during the 
past few years is starting to affect the 
honey industry. 

According to the Honey Produc- 
tion and Marketing Board. Israel - 
the land of milk and honey - will 
have to start importing honey if the 
destruction of orchards continues. 

The citrus growers are chopping 
down their trees because they are 
losing money on them. 

There are at present about 700 
bee-keepers in the country and last 
year they produced about 2.000 tons 
of honey. Bees thrive on the nectar 
of the citrus blossom, and the light- 
coloured honey derived from it was 
in great demand. 


Now the keepers have to move 
their hives around different parts of 
the country to find fruit trees or 
fields in bloom from which the bees 
can get their nectar. 

The bee-keepers think that if far- 
mers continue to chop down trees, 
the bee population in Israel will 
decrease. In the long run this will 
harm the farmers too, since the bees 
also fulfil an important role by polli- 
nating certain agricultural crops. 

Todav only about 10 per cent of 
the total honey production is ex- 
ported because of the growing local 
demand. According to the board 
there was a 20 per cent increase in 
honey consumption last year. The 
increase is believed to be due to the 
relatively low price of honey and the 
fact ihat it has not caught up with the 
rate of inflation. 


Foreign currency provident fund at Hapoalim

TEL AVIV. - The first provident 
fund linked to foreign currencies will 
be launched within a few days by 
Bank Hapoalim. Until now. all pro- 
vident funds were linked to the in- 
dex. 

Bank Hapoalim announces that it 
decided to initiate this new type of 
long range investment since there is 
a growing tendency by people to 
diversify "their savings. The bank 
expects that the finance ministry will 
approve the new type of fund short- 
ly. 

" As with all other provident funds 
(most are for a minimum of 15 
years), the saver receives consider- 
able income tax benefits. 

The new fund, which is called 


Aluma. is aimed at both the self- 
employed and wage-earners. De- 
posits begin to earn benefits from the 
dav they'are made, unlike savings in 
index-linked provident funds. 

The bank plans to invest, in the 
first stage at least, in bonds on the 
Tel Aviv stock exchange which are 
linked to the foreign currencies 
(mainly the dollar) or traded in fore- 
ign currencies. At a later date the 
fund may also invest in index-linked 
bonds. 

Lately, foreign currency' invest- 
ments have provided a better yield 
than index-linked ones. If the situa- 
tion changes, the bank will adjust its 
policy. 

Those holding index-linked provi- 
dent funds cannot switch them to 
Aluma. 


Lady Shem-Tov is new discount chain

TEL AVTV. - Lady Shem-Tov, a 
new retailing concept, made its de- 
but yesterday on the lower level of 
the Co-op Supermarket at Dizengoff 
Circle. 

Cosmetics, cleaning supplies, 
housewares, textiles and gifts are 
sold at Lady Shem-Tov. It is the first 
in a new chain intended to comple- 
ment the year-old discount-chain 
Shem-Tov and Sons, which belongs 
to Co-op Tel Aviv Dan Hasharon. 
Both aim to project an economy 
image and compete with the semi- 
wholesalers in and around the out- 
door markets. 

Edward Halperin. in charge of 
non-foods for the Co : op. estimates 
that Lady Shem-Tov prices are 20 to 
25 per cent below those in regular 
supermarkets and department 
stores. One economy, is that the new 


chain will not accept credit cards, 
but require payment in cash or 
by cheque. 

Co-op general manager Benny 
Gaon told a press tour that invest- 
ment in each Lady Shem-Tov outlet 
will be a low $150,000, because Co- 
op takes advantage of its own unused 
existing premises, such as the lower 
level at Dizengoff Circle's Super- 
market. The next outlet is to open in 
Holon, followed by Beersheba and 
Hadera. 

From next Sunday both the Co-op 
Supermarket and Lady Shem-Tov at 
Dizengoff Circle will remain open 
every evening until 10 o'clock and 
also open on Saturday evenings.

Economies at Electric 
Corp. save $345,000 ?

TEL AVIV. -The Electric Corpora- 
tion's service department has man- 
aged to save the company $345,000 
during 1984. 

One of the biggest savings - 
$50,000 - was made when engineers 
managed to transfer the largest 
crane in the country (400 tons) from 
the Maor David power station in 
Hadera to the Ruthenberg power 
station being built south of Ashke- 
lon. 

The crane was floated down the 
coast in one piece from Hadera on a 
large raft. The more costly option 
would have been to dismantle it and 
transport it by land and then re- 
assemble it in Ashkelon. 

Another saving of about $100,000 
was achieved when the shop workers 
overhauled some expensive equip- 
ment instead of buying new equip- 
ment. 

About $11,000 was saved when 
the fleet of 37 service trucks used 
fuel additives which increased the 
kilometrage of the vehicles.

Thousands flock to self-help 
centre for France’s jobless 


PARIS (Reuter). - Thousands of 
France's growing army of unem- 
ployed, many of whom are 
threatened with becoming social 
dropouts, are flocking to a new self- 
help centre in Paris in search of hot 
meals, clean clothes and human sym- 
pathy. 

Discouraged by the state employ- 
ment agencies' failure to' help the 
10.3 per cent of the working popula- 
tion now without jobs, the unem- 
ployed who run the centre say they 
are determined to help themselves 
and others get off the dole. 

Maurice Pagat. 56, set up the 
centre three months ago after find- 
ing himself out of work with virtually 
no resources. He said it was setting a 
trend, and 40 or 50 more self-help 
facilities were soon to open across 
France. 

The Paris centre operates in a 
once derelict building rehabilitated 
by the unemployed themselves. It 
attracts people looking for some- 
thing to eat or wear and guidance on 
how to find work in an increasingly 
competitive market. 

But what most of them really 
need, says Pagat, is a sympathetic 
listener who wil) give them the feel- 
ing that they are still part of a human 
community. 

The centre’s three dozen volun- 
teers offer legal and social advice 
along with job counselling. Pagat 
said the centre had provided 200 
people with jobs in the last two 
months. 

Those who come to the centre. 


which is ruo entirely on private 
donations, have set up small groups 
to canvas potential employers. An 
initiative is often received with 
genuine sympathy, Pagat says. 

Daily newspapers, typewriters, 
writing paper and stamps are also 
available to help visitors in their 
search for work. 

Some 150 lunches are served every 
day in a convivial atmosphere far 
from that of a soup kitchen. Food 
packages are discreetly banded out 
to the most needy. 

Decent clothes and shoes are pro- 
vided for scruffy-looking applicants 
before they go for interviews. 
Volunteer doctors offer free ex- 
aminations and medicine, making up 
for what they see as the shortcom- 
ings of the national health system. 

Stringent policies introduced by 
the administration of socialist Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand, who came 
to power in 19S1, have sharply re- 
duced unemployment benefits. 

Benefits are now phased out after 
the recipient has been on the dole for 
one year. One million of the 2.5 
million jobless are thought to be 
without resources. 

Together with some 400,000 other 
long-tenn unemployed who scratch 
a living on a 40-franc ($4) daily 
allowance, they have swelled the 
ranks of the so-called “new poor." 

Pagat. who has also formed a 
group known as the Union of the 
Unemployed, believes the jobless 
should organize in order to become 
an influential electoral force. 


South African gold mine fires 794 black strikers 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - A 
South African gold mining company 
said yesterday, it had fixed.794 black 
workers who went on strike at one of 
its mines last week. 

Gold Fields of South Africa Ltd. 
said the sacked workers failed to 
report for work during the strike at 
East Driefontein mine west of 


Johannesburg. It said the situation 
was normal yesterday. 

About 100 workers were injured, 
one seriously, when police opened 
fire with birdshot on a crowd of 
strikers at the mine on Friday. 

Gold Fields said it was not dear 
what caused the strike. Cyril 
Ramaphosa. head of the National 
Union of Mineworkers, said the men 
were protesting abont the quality of 
food, the handling of disciplinary 
cases and assaults by white miners on

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o Dollar closes near record 
levels in European trading 


LONDON (Reuter). - The dollar 
rebounded on the European curren- 
; cy markets yesterday to close at 
near-record levels despite a holiday 
, in the United States and the appa- 
rent absence of the central banks. 

Currency traders reported re- 
newed buying interest, from both 
speculators and companies needing 
• . dollars. This followed a spell of 
profit-taking at the end of last week, 
cutting back the dollar’s gains over 
■ the previous two weeks. 

The U.S. currency closed in Lon- 
don at 3.2945 German marks. In 
feariy trading it was quoted as low as 
’3.2480 marks. Last week the dollar 
■. hit a 13-year high of 3.3085 marks 
briefly in New York.

But in Frankfurt, the vice- 
chairman of the U.S. Federal Re- 
serve, Preston Martin, said: “No 
one's trying to talk the dollar down.” 

He told reporters during a confer- 
ence on trade and monetary affairs 
that increased intervention by the 
Fed on behalf of the U .S Treasury on 
the Foreign exchanges reflected dis- 
orderly market conditions. 

The'Bundesbank was absent from 
the daily Frankfurt currency fixing, 
as the dollar was set at 3.2738 marks 
yesterday.

Profits of British Caledonian up 5-fold 


LONDON (Reuter). - British 
Caledonian, Britain's biggest inde- 
pendent airline, yesterday reported 
a fivefold jump in profits, due largely 
to lucrative sales of surplus planes. 

Pre-tax profits rose from £3.3 mil- 
lion (S3.6m.) in 1983 to £15.4m. 
($16.8m.) - the company's highest 
ever - in the year to last October 31, 
chairman Sir Adam Thomson told a 
news conference. 

Howevei . finance director Trevor 
Boud said the figures were not good 
enough to be the base for a stock 
market flotation which the company 
was considering last year, and rhe 


move has been postponed. 

Operating profits were slightly 
down from 1983 and the main boost 
to overall earnings came from sales 
of planes worth almost £9m. 
($9. 8m.) and from an improvement 
in the firm's debt position. 

Profits from the airline improved 
slightly despite disruptions in its ser- 
vices to Nigeria and Libya linked to 
British diplomatic rifts with both 
countries. Thomson said.

Million-dollar trade in ancient Egyptian artifacts 


By HANNY H. H AMD I/Cairo 
A TOUGH NEW law aimed at pre- 
serving Egypt’s national heritage has 
banned trade in Egyptian antiques 
-.and provides jail terms and stiff fines 
"for smuggling ancient artifacts out of 
the country. Officials said the law 
has already cut art smuggling by half. 

The law, introduced in September 
1983, gave antique dealers one year 
to sell their stock of items more than 
100 years old of ‘‘historical or anti- 
quarian value.” Private collectors 
were given six months to register 


items with the police, after which 
anything found in their possession 
would be considered stolen. 

Penalties for smuggling artifacts 
out of the country were upgraded 
from misdemeanors to felonies, 
punishable by a minimum fine of 
about $4,200 and prison terms at the 
discretion of the judge. 

Senior officers at the antiquities 
police declined to give details on the 
number of arrests since the law went 
into effect last year. But Brig.

minal investigation department of

The law is part of a trend among 
nations like Egypt, Greece and 
others with rich pasts to preserve 
what remains of their heritage within 
their borders. During the 19th and 
early 20th centuries, European and 
American archeologists, as well as 
art dealers, collectors and ordinary 
travellers, carted away vast quanti- 
ties of relics from the Pharaonic era. 

Kent Weeks, Prof, of Egyptology 
at the American University in Cairo, 
said the new restrictions were in 
recognition of the fact that traffic in 
Egyptian and other ancient artifacts 
has developed into a multi -million 
dollar business with dealers .willing 
to risk criminal penalties for big 
profits. 

“In recent years, antiquities have 
become viewed as a commodity,” 
Weeks said. “Art magazines in the 
U.S. now have what resemble stock 
market reports for antiquities. 

Weeks said unscrupulous dealers 
probably ship ancient Egyptian arti- 
facts to Switzerland, because it does 
not require a certificate of origin for 
antiques. From there, the artifacts 
are sold to collectors around the 
world. 

Egyptian officials insist the new 
law is not aimed at hampering the 
work of reputable archeologists who 
come from abroad to explore the 
ruins of once great cities like Thebes, 
Memphis or Alexandria. “I think it

TEL AVIV. - After two days of 
moving sharply upwards the stock 
market began to drop yesterday, but 
at a moderate pace. Despite the 
wave of profit-taking, the General 
Share Index fell by only 0.39 per 
cent, with the “free" shares falling 
by 0.26 per cent, but the "arrange- 
ment” shares dropping by 0.47 per 
cent. 

Offers to sell, however, were 
taken up as a rule after only a mild 
fall in price. While 154 shares did fail 
in price, only 51 of these lost 5 per 
cent or more, and only 15 were 
“sellers only.” 

On the positive side of the ledger, 
some 174 shares rose, with 56 gain- 
ing 5 per cent or more, dad 7 becom- 
ing "buyers only.” 

The wave of’profit-taking. which 
must be considered deluxe at this 
stage at least, hit the “solid shares” 
as well as the speculative ones. 

For example, among the "solid” 
shares, Polgat lost 1.7 per cent: 
Elron lost 0.7 per cent; Dead Sea 
Works 1.9 percent; I. D.B. Develop- 
ment. 3.3 per cent and Discount 
Investments 2.9 per cent. But Elbit 
remained firm, while Clal Electro- 
nics rose by 5.5 per cent. 

This share, it will be recalled, has 
been the centre of attention of a 
South American investor Yester- 
day, some 4.1 million shares were 
demanded, and some 3.7m. supplied 
at the higher price. The total monet- 
ary turnover was IS252m. This is an 
enormous sum (for a non-banking 
share) and it was more yesterday 
that that of anv bank.

Bank Leumi (which remained 
firm) had a turnover of IS 198m.. 
while Hapaolim's turnover was 
IS108m. (It fell by 1.1 per cent). 

Oil exploration shares - which are 
considered to be high speculative - 
continued to soar. Their index rose 
by 5.69 per cent, and of the 16shares 
traded, only one, M.G.N. options, 
fell, but it fell by 10.1 per cent. Two 
other shares were firm, while all the 
remaining 15 rose by between 5 and 
12.5 per cent. 

Three of 'these 16 shares, all be- 
longing to Seismica (which has 
announced a major drilling effort in 
the Dead Sea area), were “buyers 
only” for the second consecutive 
day. 

In discussing speculative shares, 
two others should be mentioned, 
both in the food sector. During the 
past month, Atlas, (halva, sweets) 
has risen by more than 140 per cent, 
while Atlantic (fishing) rose by 190 
per cent. Since there have been no 
announcements by the companies 
justifying such hikes, somebody 
must have both a sweet tooth and a 
taste for "fish and chips.” In the 
alternative, some speculator is “run- 
ning the price up.” 

The 0.39 hike in the bonds index 
was all due to the bonds traded in, or 
linked to, foreign currencies. All 


index-linked bonds fell in price. 

One reason for this may be that 
Bank Hapoalim has announced that 
it is launching (as soon as it gets 
Finance Ministry approval) a provi- 
dent fund, called Aluma. This fund 
will be based on foreign currency- 
linked bonds which the bank intends 
to buy on the stock exchange.

Bay side Land Corporation (Gev

is a good thing,” said Dr. Richard 
Verderv, Director of the American 
Research Centre, which provides 
logistical and other support for U.S. 
archeologists. 

"Its purpose was to protect the 
national heritage and I do not think 
it is too restrictive. It is a little more 
difficult to obtain permission to dig 
and ship artifacts abroad for study - 
but if you go through the routine, it 
works out." 

Weeks said the export restrictions 
would also probably reduce damage 
to excavations by peasants and 
others who rifle the sites when digs 
are suspended during the hot sum- 
mer monthsjn order to pilfer objects 
for sale to tourists or dealers. 

"A clay lamp from the Greco- 
Roman period may not fetch more 
than $25," Weeks said. "But the 
removal of an object from its site by 
thieves in search of more expensive 
items could cause a serious loss of 
information and damage to the site 
itself." 

As expected, antique dealers in 
Cairo, who in the past peddled small 
Pharaonic statues, lamps and other 
objects to tourists, do not share the 
archeologist's view of the new res- 
trictions.

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The reasonable side 

THE STRANGE controversy over the Jewishness of Ethiopian 
immigrants arriving in the Jewish state as fully-fledged Jews 
under the Law of Return, has turned the spotlight on the 
division between the Sephardi and the Ashkenazi approaches 
to Halacha. 

The difference may be one of degree rather than of kind, but 
that Sephardi rabbis" have tended to be less rigid has for long 
been evident. Thus it was no mere coincidence that, while the 
Brooklvn-based Habad Hassidim would not admit Jewishlv- 
suspect Ethiopians into their schools, the Sephardi chief rabbi 
of Netanya should lay it down, as he did a week ago already, 
that the Ethiopians' Jewishness is not in question at all. 

Now comes former Sephardi chief rabbi Ovadia Yosef to 
lend the enormous weight of his learned authority to this view. 

•Although, back in" 1975, it was he who found in the 
mislabelled Falashas descendants of the tribe of Dan, Rabbi 
Yosef had until recently favoured conversion for them. He had 
taken that stand, he explained at a rabbinical gathering on 
Sunday, in order to pacify religious extremists - in other words, 
as a matter of convenience rather than principle. But a study of 
the sources had persuaded him that the Jewishness of the 
Ethiopian immigrants was above suspicion, and required no 
fresh outward proof. 

Not only Ethiopians, who have felt demeaned by the slur cast 
on their Jewishness in their own land, but most veteran Israeli 
Jews, regardless of communal affiliation, wifi welcome Rabbi 
Yosef s ruling. It will not automatically solve all the Ethiopians’ 
problems of absorption into a society that is, in many respects, 
foreign to them. But it will remove a major stumbling block. 

The ruling by the former Rishon LeZion- and currently also 
head of Shas's rabbinical council - should now be embraced by 
the entire Sephardi rabbinate. But it ought also to be endorsed 
by the Ashkenazi rabbinical establishment. 

Certainly the Ethiopian issne must not become the cause of a 
halachic split between Ashkenazim and Sephardim. 


Wrong end of the stick 

THE CABINET has rightly sent the finance minister packing 
with his proposal to make senior civil servants accountable, by 
sanctions ranging from fines to sacking, for expenditures in 
excess of the authorized budget, while leaving their superiors, 
the ministers, under the shelter of their parliamentary immun- 
ity. If Mr. Moda'i wants new legislation to make the budget law 
more binding than it has been, he will have to do some more 
homework on the subject first. 

The truth of the matter is that the budget law, as an upper 
limit of authorized government spending, has throughout the 
history of the state been mostly honoured in the breach. 
Supplementary' budgets - that is, retroactive authorizations by 
the legislature of originally unauthorized spending - have been 
the rule rather than the exception. 

This has been so not because cabinet ministers have held the 
budget law and the Knesset in contempt, or because the finance 
minister of the day has lacked the political clout, let alone the 
will, to keep his cabinet colleagues on a tight fiscal rein. 

Budgets in Israel have been overrun, even in times of relative 
price stability, for a variety of reasons, both good - or at least 
acceptable - and bad. Israel has always had a narrow horizon of 
predictability. Unforeseen events - wars, waves of immigra- 
tion, sharpened social problems, political crises or even adverse 
developments in the foreign trade balance - have regularly 
confounded the over-optimistic forecasts of stability on which 
the budgets were based. 

The resulting unforeseen expenditures have been decreed by 
political decision-makers, not by officials, however senior in 
rank. Any attempt to enact laws that would make the directors- 
general and the accountants of the ministries responsible for a 
breach of the budget law would be absurdity itself. It would be 
tantamount to making the ministers subordinate to their own 
subordinates. 

High inflation, combined with a near-universal linkage 
system, has added another dimension to Israel's chronic budget 
over-spending. Most of the actual, as distinct from the autho- 
rized. expenditures are in fulfilment of government obligations 
- as spelled out in wage agreements, contracts for the purchase 
of goods, or other legally binding undertakings. 

Legislation that would tie the hands of the administrators 
and. through them, of the ministers themselves, would im- 
mediately run into conflicts of laws. 

What Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i has so clumsily tried 
to achieve is also very much in line with the thinking that 
underlies the demand - reportedly insisted upon by the U.S. 
adminstraiion as one of the remedies for our economic ills - 
that the central bank be given greater independence with 
respect to monetary policy. The idea here is that the Bank of 
Israel would, by refusing to print money, prevent the govern- 
ment from spending in excess of the authorized budget. 

If the idea of ma'king directors-general accountable for the 
decisions of their ministers is absurd, that of setting up the 
governor of the central bank as an independent economic 
policy-maker against the government is plain naivete. No 
central bank governor anywhere in the world can conduct a 
policy that is contrary to that of the government. Formal 
independence, however firmly anchored in law, does not say 
how that independence will be exercised - and it will be 
exercised in contradiction to the government’s actual, as 
distinct from declared, policy only if and to the extent that the 
government so wants it exercised. 

Mr. Moda’i has no doubt been motivated by a sincere desire 
to restrain deficit spending, which is both a cause and the result 
of high inflation. However, the naive, unenforceable and 
self-contradictory legislation he has come up with is no 
substitute for governmental indecision, ministerial irrespon- 
sibly- and the inability to cope with the basic causes of 
inflation. The law is no more than the formal statement of 
policy and fundamental norms of conduct. Where these are 
lacking or deficient, the law is too weak a reed to lean upon.

Dry Bones

THE ORIGIN and essence of the 
tragic 60-year conflict between Jews 
and Arabs in the Middle East are 
embedded in the historical, unavoid- 
able collision between the Jewish 
national movement - Zionism - and 
the Palestinian national movement. 
The area's problems are not all en- 
compassed in this conflict, for during 
its development other problems 
have emerged, some of which do not 
necessarily concern the Palestinians. 
But any attempt to evade the real 
issue is destined to failure. 

In spite of this, it is not surprising 
that the protagonists of the conflict - 
the Israelis and Palestinians - have 
invested pathetic efforts for many 
years in ignoring each other and in 
finding indirect means to force their 
opponents to concede and com- 
promise. Israel has turned to Egypt 
and Jordan rather than addressing 
the Palestinians; the Palestinians 
have looked to various Arab coun- 
tries, to the Soviet Union or to the 
United States to exert pressure on 
Israel. 

The Hussein-Arafat agreement, 
reached recently in Amman, has 
been described in the international 
media as a breakthrough or, at least, 
as a dramatic turn of events. The fact 
that King Hussein and Yasser Ara- 
fat, sworn enemies for many years, 
would cooperate on central issues of 
the region, has been expected for 
some time; but-unlike the previous 
probing, the present declaration of 
an agreement on a long-term treaty 
within a framework of confederation 
is public and binding. Nevertheless, 
we in the Israeli peace camp must 
conclude that there is no substantial 
change in the declaration, and that it 
is difficult to see how the Amman 
formulation may contribute to the 
advancement of the peace process. 

The main fly in the ointment is the 
lack of any signals in the direction of 
Israel, nor even in the direction of 
the Israeli peace camp. The essence 
of the Amman declaration is no 
more than a shrewd maneuver to 
please Washington and to encourage 
it to recognize the PLO and to revert 
to its erstwhile policy of applying 
pressure on Israel to breathe some 
life into the peace process. 

Unhappily, we are forced to admit 
that even if the Amman agreement 
had been phrased far more boldly, it 
is unlikely that the national unity 
government would have been cap- 
able of meeting the challenge of 
peace. The present political con- 
stellation in Israel provides Arafat 
with no compelling reason to change 
his course towards direct talks; but 
the Amman declaration did not pre- 
sent the Peres government with any 


serious challenge, and is unlikely 
even to embarrass it. 

Had Arafat been guided by poli- 
tical wisdom, and not only by his 
shrewd and slippery maneuvering, 
he would have understood that the 
national unity government will not 
last forever, and that the seeds of 
faith planted today will sprout 
tomorrow and will be harvested the 
day after, and that as long as he is 
unable to acquire the trust of the 
majority of the Israeli public, he will 
fulfil none of his national aspira- 
tions. because no power in the world 
can force Israel to act against its own 
wishes on issue so central to its 
existence - not even the United 
States, on whose good will Israel is 
so dependent. 

WHAT IS in the Hussein-Arafat 
agreement and what is not? First of 
all, it must be stressed that there is 
no recognition of the state of Israel 
in the agreement. Admittedly, there 
are no declarations calling for the 
annihilation of Israel, of the type the 
PLO has used in the past, deman- 
ding the setting up of a secular- 


Securiry Council Resolution 242. 
either. The formula whereby the 
signatories declare “the acceptance 
of all UN resolutions regarding the 
Palestinian problem" is not new. and 
Israel cannot view it as an opening 
for dialogue. 

Already at the height of the Israeli 
siege of Beirut, Arafat used this 
formula in the mockery of his meet- 
ing with Congressman Paul McGos- 
key: but the formula includes UN 
Resolutions from 194S regarding re- 
patriation of refugees, from 1949 
regarding the internationalization of 
Jerusalem, and from 1975 - identify- 
ing Zionism with racism. Even the 
UN resolution of November 29. 
1947. cannot realistically serve as a 
basis for negotiation today. 

The PLO’s demand to change the 
Palestinian clause in Resolution 242 
is justified, for the fact that the 
Palestinian problem is no longer a 
humanistic refugee-problem, but a 
political question of national self- 
determination cannot be denied; but 
in any case the PLO has, as yet, not 
openly accepted Resolution 242. 

In addition, the Amman declara- 
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end, it must be supposed that peace 
will come to the Middle East only if 
the Soviet Union is brought into the 
process, and if such a conference 
does take place; but this is the final 
stage of the peace process. Whoever 
wishes to start the process with an 
international conference does nor

democratic state; but their absence 
adds little. 

Twenty years after the establish- 
ment of the PLO. 17 years after the 
occupation of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, and three years after the 
defeat of the PLO in Lebanon, such 
declarations appear ridiculous. 

Despite the accepted interpreta- 
tion made by many Palestinians of 
the Fez and Rabat declarations, 
mentioned in the Amman agree- 
ment, as adopting the Breznnev 
Plan, which supposedly contains in- 
direct recognition of the existence of 
the State of Israel, the real issue is 
evaded by this sort of roundabout 
interpretation. An organization that 
was manifestly and openly estab- 
lished in order to destroy Israel must 
manifestly and openly withdraw this 
intention - in voices loud and clear; 
no cloudy and unbinding hints will 
convince Israel and the Israeli peo- 
ple that the PLO has, indeed, basi- 
cally changed either its course or its 
goals, and nothing less will suffice.

tion includes no clear statement of 
rejection of the use of violence and 
tenor. . Indeed, as long as Israel 
refuses to recognize the Palestinians* 
right to self-determinarion, it is un- 
likely that the PLO will turn from 
their path of violence, which appears 
to them, inconectly, as the path that 
best advances their interests, but we 
could at least expect a 'provisional 
renunciation of violence if and when 
Israel recognizes their rights. 

Even what is included in the dec- 
laration contains no tidings to glad- 
den our hearts. True “land for 
peace" means a theoretic willingness 
to negotiate with Israel, but so long 
as there is no renunciation of the 
PLO’s “step-by-step plan," and no 
dear statement that the peace will be 
final and determinate, bringing ab- 
out a historical reconciliation, it is 
doubtful whether this theoretic wil- 
lingness will suffice. 

Israel will not agree to take part in 
an international conference, with 
the participation of the Soviet Un- 
ion, as long as its relations with this 
superpower do not improve. In the 


strive for a true reconciliation, but 
rather wishes to impose an interna- 
tional resolution to the process. 

ANYONE who knows, even slight- 
ly, the situation in the Middle East, 
knows that there is no possibility of 
turning the wheel back on the ques- 
tion of Jerusalem; it is enought to 
look briefly at the development of 
Gilo, Ramot and the French Hill. A 
formula that speaks of “returning all 
the occupied Arab lands including 
Jerusalem" is unacceptable even as 
an opening stand. 

The “occupied Arab lands" is a 
lazy term, since there is no reason 
why it should not include Jaffa, 
Nazareth and Lod - and it is dear 
today that any solution will have to 
include mutual border changes. In 
any event, the solution to the prob- 
lem of Jerusalem will have to be far 
more complex, and a return to the 
situation that existed before 1967 is 
no longer possible. 

The main point of controversy in 
the Amman declaration is the clause 
that recalls the UN resolution re- 


garding the right of the Palestinian 
refugees to choose either repatria- 
tion "or compensation. This clause is 
similar to the one that caused the 
disruption of the Lausanne talks of - - 
1949 between Israel and the Arab 
states. As long as the Palestinians 
refuse to renounce the "right of 
repatriation" as an option, there will ' 
be no peace in the Middle East. 

The problem is a difficult one for 
them, since there are still hundreds 
of thousands of refugees who con- 
tinue to be uprooted, and since the 
leadership and ranks of the PLO arc . 
made up primarily of this population • 

- but can anyone believe that Israel 
wiii be able to grant this right to the ' 
refugees? 

In" spite of all this, in spite of the 
disappointments. Israel will be mak- 
ing a Tragic mistake if it doses the 
door in the face of the Amman 
declaration: because a totally nega- 
tive reaction wilt be a repetition of 
the mistake made by Arafat and 
Hussein . a mistake which Israel itself 
has made often in the past: disregard . 
of che dynamics which may take 
place in the other camp as a result of 
intelligent and open stands by one's 
own camp. 

If the goal must be negotiations 
between the two m3in elements of 
the conflict, each side must make the 
strongest efforts in order to retain 
the possibility of a change of course, 
a change that will open the road to 
peace. Even if the Amman formulas 
do not suffice, Israel must signal the 
other side a dear and bonest signal 
of its intentions, if and when better 
attempts are made, of accepting the 
hand that is offered and of seriously 
weighing any solutions that will lead 
to compromise and recondliation .

Sir. - You recently reported that 
Shas, unhappy over the latest vote 
on the "Who is a Jew" amendment, 
was tabling a bill designed to give the 
Israeli rabbinical courts final 
approval over the authenticity of any 
converts entering the country. If this 
appears less controversial and coer- 
cive than appending the words 
"according to Halacha" to the Law 
of Return, I will share my own 
experience with this court. 

In 1982, the Interior Ministty re- 
quired me to petition the rabbinical 
court to determine the validity of my 
wife’s conversion. My wife had been 
converted by the late Rabbi Shapira 
of Milwaukee, a rabbi well known 
and apparently respected by the 
court. They matched his signature as 
it appeared on my wife's certificate 
with one on file in their records, and 
agreed they were the same. Howev- 
er. they apparently decided that 
"conversion according to Halacha" 
was insufficient evidence of my 
wife's Jewishness. The judges furth-

er required us to demonstrate that 
we actually live according to their 
standards of Jewishness: they re- 
quired that we present proof and 
witnesses that we keep a kosher 
home, attend services on Shabbat. 
sleep in separate beds, that my wife 
goes to the mikveh. etc. 

The whole question of "Who is a 
Jew" is divisive and offensive. 
According to my experience, insert- 
ing the words "according to 
Halacha" is the lesser evil with all 


the attendant ill will it would create 
for Israel in the diaspora. The 
alternative raised by this new offen- 
sive against the Law of Return is to 
throw in-coming olim. like my family, 
to the not-too-tender mercies of trie 
rabbinical court. In the end our 
decision to return to the U.S. was 
more complicated than our early 
experience at the Rabbinical Court, 
but our humiliating treatment at the 
hands of that body still stands out jfe 
a beacon in our memories. ~
